ordered construction of 45 more 
warships, to cost a total of approx- 
imately $500,000,000. 


The largest single contract-letting 


in navy department history, the 
construction was assigned by Lewis 
Compton, acting secretary, within 
two hours after the White House 
had announced that President Roo- 
sevelt had signed legislation 
to 


speed up the defense program. 


Officials estimated that this legis- 


lation, enabling the navy to negoti- 
ate contracts without competitive 
bidding, would result in savings of 
$16,000,000 to $17,000,000—the cost of 
a cruiser. 


Included in the construction order 


were 11 cruisers, 20 destroyers, 13 
submarines and one large seaplane 
tender. These will total 193,000 tons. 
Cost of the 45 vessels, not inclulding 
armament adn propelling machin- 
ery for submarines, was estimated 
at $414,000,000. Officials estimated 
that armament and the submarine- 
propelling machinery would -bring 
this to more than half a billion. 


Advance Payment

He could make secret plans 
and could carry them out. He could 
speak in a way which made thou- 
sands of persons change their ideas. 


The Nazi party grew, and a news- j 


paper was started to help it along. 
In the election of 1930, it elected 12 
of its members to the Reichstag, the 
law-making body in Berlin. 
At that time the so-called "depres- 
sion" or "slump" was taking strong 
hold of the world. Millions of per- 
sons found themselves without work 
in Germany, Great Britain, 
the 


United States and elsewhere. 


Things grew worse next year 


and the next. Hitler used the bad 
times to put forward plans for big 
changes. His party, he said, was the 
hope of the German people. 
He 


whipped up the people to the be- 
ief that the Treaty of Versailles 
was the cause of the trouble, and 
said the treaty should be changed. 


A gang of "strong-arm men" was 


)uilt up by Hitler. TheSe came to be 
known as "Brownshirts," and were 
on the same order as the "Black- 
shirts" of Mussolini, At this period, 
he Nazi took over many ideas from 
the Fascists of Italy. 


So long as Germany was a free 


country, Hitler's Nazis never won so 
many as half of the votes. There 
came a time, however, when old 
President Hindcnburg agreed to 
name Hitler the 
"chancellor" of 


Germany. Hindenburg's age at that 
:ime was 84. He had lost the good 
judgment he had shown in 
past 


years.
